SCIENCE THE HOPE FOR FUTURE 


Four great factors which are re-} 
tarding the progress of the human 
race were referred to by Professor 
Sir Arthur Thomson.when, in his 
final address,to the British Social 
Hygiene Council, he spoke of the 
future prospects for the develop- 
ment: of mankind. “I think that 
ithe first great difficulty which 
hinders progress from coming more 
quickly,” he sald, “ts that the 
world is becoming too full. The 
total increase of the world’s popu- 
ation is not leas than. twelve 
millions every year, and probably 
fourteen. millions. If that © con- 
tinues it will soon become neces- 
siry to put ‘up notices saying 
‘Standing room anly.’ Some cal- 
culutors have estimated that in the 
time of the great-great-grand- 
children, of Americans now living 
America will be absolutely full, 
and will be on the verge of » de-/ 
‘buele too hurrible to think of.”

“A great deal of the present 
misery and depression is due to the 
fuct that in particular areas there 
are too ‘many of us. The second 
;dark cloud. before us is that of 
' gifferential fertility. The different 
levels in the community are not 
multiplying at an equal rate, and:

most slowly. If we take a thousand , 
married men of fifty-five in the up- 
per and upper-middle classes, the, 
rate is represented by 119 per 1,000, i 
while for skilled workmen it is 
153, and for unskilled workmen it 
ig 218. Those who contribute best 
to the race are contributing least 
towards it as regards offspring. 
Thirdly, natural selection is gone, 
and we have not succeeded in find- 
ing any © good substitute for it. 
Becauso man has formed a society 
and ia 2 creature of reason he has 
evaded natural selection, but what 
he should have done, was to press 
forward methods of rational social 
selection so that the. superior 
would get the benefits ‘of their 
superiority and the inferior would 
be taxed. for their inferiority.
